Chefoo, June 22.— It la officially re- 
ported that tbe bombardment of Tien 
Tirftt iriUir Iftrt* tuoM eontlnuee iace.«- 
tantly. The foreign concessions have 
nearly all been burned and the Amer- 
Icaji consulate bu been rased to the 
grotrnd. The Rusisons are occupying 
the railroad stations, but are hard 
pressed. Reinforcements are urgently 
needed. The casualties are beavy. 
The railroad is opened from Tong Tu 
to Ching Ling Chung, halt way to 
Taku. 

London, June 22.— Lord iSallBbury 
presided at a meeting of the cabinet 
specially summoned to consider the far 
eastern crisis. Prior to the meeting 
th* French ambassadOTi M. Paul Cam- 
boa and th* Chlssss minister, pir Chih 
Kte Lo iPenf Lab, pidd a lengthy visit 
to the oflBcials of the foreign office and 
it is expected important developments 
will be the outcome of the cabinet con- 
ference as Lord Salisbury proceeded to 
.Windsor after the meetings 

The appreheneionn as to the fate of 
the Ehiropeans cut off at Tien Tsin 
have been sharpened by Admiral 
Kemptt's message which was the first 
d«llnUe annbunceisettt of the bombard- 
ment and deatraeUOB Ol tlM foreign 
ooDcesslons. 

But in spite of Shanghai's grim 
statement that the Chinese , used 40 
pounders and that 1,500 foreigners 
were massacred, there is no reason to 
oonclude that the foreign colony has 
been unable to protect Itself. A Shang- 
hai dispatch reports that Tien Tsin 
wSs bombarded for two days, that the 
casualties were 100, that 5,000 inter 
national troops are there and that now 
timt the allied commanders at Taku 
are hastily pushing forward a relief 
column it la hoped the worst appre- 
hensions will soon be dispelled. 

Another Shanghai dispatch an- 
Bonnees that all the members of the 
foreign community of Pel Tal Hao 
have arrived at Chefoo on board the 
Nashville, but they left all their pos- 
sessions behind them. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says five 
Ohlccse warships passed Woo Sung 
nnd that officers of the British armed 
cruiser Undaunted visited the Chinese 
oommaading officer and received an as- 
surance that the ships- were under or- 
ders to act against any "Boxer" rising. 

The superintendent of foreign tele- 
graphs has started for Chefoo to or- 
ganise a service thence to Shanghai. 

It is understood the admiralty has 
rsoslTed a dispatch from the British 
naval commander in Chinese waters 
on the subject of heavy damage done 
to the foreign concessions at Tien Tsin 
and the casualties of the international 
forces, nris has not yst beta pub- 
lUhed. 

The admiralty sent orders to Ports- 
mouth and Plymouth to hold detach- 
ments of marine artillery and infantrir. 
la instaat raadlaess tor itrTloa itf 
China. 

It is thought in some quartwrs that 
Li Hung Ghana's fsilura ta gd^ to Pe- 
king indicates that he is aware the sit- 
uation is so bad that it is impossible 
tor him to overcome the difficulties.

London, Jane 22.— In the house of 
commons Mr. Broderick, the under sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs, re- 
plying to a querttna said the foreign 
office had tt» news from Peking orrVice 
Admiral Seymour. He added that news 
by runner, Juce 18, from Tien Ts4n, ar- 
riving at Taku, June 21, announced 
that sareri^ attakkt had beea ouide 
and repulsed. 

OontinulBg, Mr. Broderick said that 
on Jsne 17, the Chinese shelled the for- 
eiw settlement and ttia Cbinoees*i.iU- 
tary college was attacMd'by a mixed

Italians. They destroyed the guns and 
burned the college, which contained a 
considerable store Of ammunition aad 
killed its defenders. 

The AuBsians, with their four heavy 
field guns did excellent service. The 
British loss was one killed and five 
wounded, the Germans had one man 
killed, the Italians had five men 
wounded and the Rasstaas had seven 
men killed and five wounded. 

During the night of June 17, the 
Chinese tried to seize the bridge of 
boats but were repulsed with loss, in- 
eluding, it is reported, a Chinese gen- 
eral. Rear Admiral Bruce, rit Taku, 
telegraphed tlie further information 
that at Tien Tsin June 20, fighting was 
proceeding and tlut reinforcements 
were required. 

Mr. Broderick alpo said: we have 
further heard from Admiral Bruce dat- 
ed Taku and Chefoo as follows: 

"I am hoping Tien Tsin may be re- 
lieved tonight No n«ws from the 
commander-in-chi*'f. 

"The Terlble landed thi.^ morning 
382 officers and men of the Fusiliers.'' 

In conclusion, Mr. Broderick an- 
nounced that he belisted various other 
troops would arrive la a day or two if 
they had not already landed and that 
arrangements had been made by the 
government to suM^emsnt very con- 
siderably the force already ordered to 
China. 

May Send More American Troops. 

Washington, June 22. — ^The only 

news from China laid before the cabi- 
net meeting was a telegram to the sec- 
retary of the navy, giving the move- 
ment of vessels in Chinese waters. T.he 
text of the message, however, was not 
made pul)lir. That the president anJ 
the memljers of the cabinet regard the 
situation in China as extremely criti- 
cal is shown by the fact that the pre- 
liminary preparations are being made 
to send forward additional troops in 
case of need. A telegram will be sent 
to General MacArthur at Manilla ask- 
ing him how large a force he can spare 
should it become necessary to send 
them to China. Instruction may be 
sent to have transports and troops in 
readiness la case of orders to sail. 



A Startling Message. 
New York, June 22.— Dr. Leonard, 
secretary of the Methodist Foreign 
Missionary so<'iety, received the fol- 
lowing cablegram from Chefoo: "Tien 
Tsin bombarded. Peking very serious. 
Hopkins. Brown and King saved. Gun- 
boat Brown." The three men men- 
tioned are mlssionariep. Dr. Leonard 
infers from the fact that only those 
who were saved are cabled, the re- 
maining 2i missionaries in Tien Tsin 
have b^n murdered by thf. "Boxers. ' 
Among them are many women, includ- 
ing five in the Women's Foreign MIs- 
siouary society and members of the 
Hay nor, Pike and Hopkins and Brown 
families. 

Views of General Miles. 

Cleveland, June 22.— General Nelson 
A. Miles, who came here to witness a 
test of the recently invented ordinanc e, 
In an Interview regarding the Chinese 
question Is quoted sa saying: "Our 
government will be prompt to act In 
that matter as soon as the true situa- 
tion Is learned. This country will be 
equal to the emergency and when de- 
cisive action is taken it will be of sn;-h 
a character as to be effective. The 
trouble in China Is most serious and 
the result is most difficult to predict 
What is likely to result from the up- 
rising is certainly a very serious pro* 
position." 

M d-Chlna Stations Quiet. 
Nashville, Teno., June 22.— The 
Board of Missions of the Presbyterian 
church received a dispatch from Franli 
Price, dated Kasheng, China, June 21, 
stating that the mid-China stations, 
were quiet The mid-China stations 
are HanR-Chow, Kasheng, King>'in, 
Sing Chang and Soochow, situated 
south of the Yang Tse Klang river, 
and for most part in the Grand canal.

8t Louia. June 22.— The strike situ- 
ation has (luleted down, cars are run- 
ning on ail divisions of the Transit 
company's sy.^tem and to all appear- 
ances, aside from the light traffic, the 
only indication that a strike exists Is 
the presence of armed men, members 
of the posse comitatus, one guard 
around the power houses and car sheds 
of the Transit company, the police bar- 
racks have been deserted and the po- 
lice are no longer held In reserve to 
answer riot calls. During the past -IS 
hours, th re luive been no assaults and 
no attempts to biow up cars. 

Sheriff Pohlman received a commu- 
nication from the board of police com- 
missioners of which the following Is a 
part: "At a n.eeting of the l)o:ird wc 
have decided to order the parole of ail 
the posse 'excepting 600 men, which 
number we require may be kept under 
arms until further orders from this 
board. Wc further require tliat you 
make such arrangements as you deem 
advisable to have ready for active ser- 
vice on the Fourth of July at least 
1,000 men as the discharge of firearms 
and flrewcaks upon tliat day is liablL> 
to occasion and encourage ax^ta of law- 
lessness and violence." 

Ora Haviil, pon of Captain Frank W. 
Ilavill of tlio j-upreme court for tlie 
southern district of Illinois, an em- 
ploye of the St. Louis Transit com- 
pany, who was arrested in the com- 
pany of Clarence M. Smith, with dyna- 
mite percu.ssion caps and fuse in his 
pockets, was questioned by Chief of 
Police Campbell on the suspicion that 
ho had information concerning the 
dynamiters who have been wrecking 
Transit lOHipany cars.

Message From Rol>erts. 
London, June 22.— The dispatch from 
Lord Roberts in full Is as follows: "Ian 

Hamilton's column reached the Springs 
yesterday en route to Heidelburg, 
where they will Join bands with Bul- 
ler's troops, who reached Paardekop 
yesterday and witl be at Standerton to- 
morrow, thus opening up communica- 
tion between Pretoria and Natal and 
preventing any Joint action between 
the. Transvaalers and the people of the 
Orange River colony. Baden Powell 
reported from Rustenburg that he 
found the leading Boers very pacific 
and cordial on his return Journey 
hence. Commandant Steyn and two 
actively hostile field cornets had been 
captured during his absence. Lord Ed- 
ward Cecil, the administrator of the 
Rustenburg district has to date col- 
lected 3,000 rifies. The commissioner 
at Kroonstad reports that 31 rifies 
have been handed la at Wolmarsn- 
Btad."

Washington, June 22.— Quartermas- 
ter General Ludington has received a 
cable message from Colonel Miller, 
quartermaster at Manilla saying thit 
the transport Hancock, which had been 
unavoidably detained by continunnce 
of storm, bad sailed on the Idtb in- 
stant for San Francisco. No mention 
was made of the transport Logan, but 
It Is supposed that she will be ready to 
strat for Taku on the 24th instant with 
the Ninth Infantry as previously pre- 
dicted by General MacArthur. It is 
understood here that the movement of 
the regiment to Manilla from Tarlac, 
Conception and other statioms on Ma- 
nilla and Dagupan railway has been 
delayed by the prevalence of savsre 
Storau-ln the Interior.

STARTED IN EICHBAIM BUILDINa 



The Fire Spread So Rapidly That • 
Number of People Narrowly 
Escaped and Students Wer* 
Paale tttrlekea. 



Pittsburg, June 22.— Fire broke out 
in the 5-story Eichbaum building 
about 1:30 p. m. and 15 minutes later 
had spread to Duff's college building, 
Piatt's restaurant the Exchange Na- 
tional bank, A. M. Murdock, florist and 
tlie Ilu.-sey building. The flames burn- 
ed fiercely and the occupants of the 
buildings were forced to fly for their 
Uvea. Several persons are reported to 
have been caught In the Duff building 
and it Is feared wore burned to death. 

At 1:50 p. m. the flames crossed the 
street and in a few minutes the hand- 
some iron structure of the First Na- 
tional bank on the corner of Fifth ave- 
nue and Wood stref t was in flames. 
Only the roof of the First National 
bank building was on fire and the 
flames were quickly extinguished. The 
fire is in the lieart of the city and the 
buildingf; ljuriied are all fine structures. 
The entire fire department was called 
out and the firemen are working hero- 
ically to stay the flames. 

The First National bank building is 
next door to the Western Union main 
office. 

The fire started In the rear of Eich- 
baum building facing Diamond street. 
The building wria being remodeled for 
a telephone ofTK e at an expense of 
many thousand dollars. As soon as 
the alarm was given, the money and 
values in the Exchange bank were 
placed in the vaults for safety. 

At 2:2." p. m. tlie fire wa.-^ aiiiurently 
under control, after gutting the Eich- 
banm and Duff buildings. When the 
flre was discovered 50 students were on 
the fifth floor of Duff's college. A pan- 
ic ensued, but beyond a few brui.>es 
and contusions all reached the street in 
safety.
